The report is dated 
March IS, and is signed by all th« 
jnembers of the commfssiojQ, who are 
Gray, oC Delaware; tiabor Conv* 
misBioner Carroll D, Wright and Briga- 
dier General John M. Wilson, both qt 
this city; Bishop John L. Spalding, of 
Illiaois; Thomas H. Watklns, of Penn* 
ay!taula; Edward W. Parker, of ihia 
city, and Bdgajr B. Clark, of Iowa. 


Two of tho principjal demands of 
the uinerB, for an increase in wage« 
and a shorter ^*ork day. are granted. 
Straight Increase of 10 Par Cent. 
Following is the commission's own 
snmmary of the awards made: 


1. That an increase of 10 per cent, 
over and above the rates paid in the 
month of April, 190?!, be paid to all 
contract miners for cutting coal, yard 
ade and other work for which standard 
ratM or allowances existed at that 
time, and from and after November 1, 
and during the life of this award« 
The amount of increase under the 
award due for work done between No* 
Vember 1,1902, and April 1,1903, to l)<| 
paid on or before Jane 1, 1903. 


a. That engineers who are employed 
In hoisting water shall have an in* 
crease of 10 per cent, on their earn 
ings between November 1, 1^02, and 
April 1, 19u2, to bo paid on or before 
June 1« 1903; and from and after April 
1. 1903, and during the life of the 
award 
they shall 
have 
eight-hour 
shifts, with the same pay which was 
effective in April, 1902, and where they 
are now working eight*hour shifts, the 
eight-hour shifts shall be continued, 
and these engineers shall have an in- 
crease of 10 per cent on the wages 
which were effective In the several po- 
flitions in April, 190^ 


Hoisting engineers and other engi- 
neers and pump men. other than those 
employed in hoisting water, who are

manned continuously, shall have an in- 
crease of 10 per cent on their earn- 
ings between November 1, 1902, and 
April 1, 1903, 
and 
from and after

eral positions in April, 1902; and in 
addition they shall be relieved from 
duty on Sundays, without loss of pay, 
by a man provided by the employer 
to relieve them during the hours of 
the day shift. 


That firemen shall have an increase 
of 10 per cent, on their earnings be- 
tween November 1, 1902, aud April 1, 
1903, to be paid on or before June 1, 
1903, and from and after April 1. 1903, 
and during the life of the award, they 
shall have eight-hour shifts, with the 
same wages per day, week or month 
as were paid in each position in AprU^ 
19U2. 


All company men other than those

tract from tbe quality of the work 
performed, unless such limitation be 
in conformity to aa agreement be- 
tween an operator or operators and an 
erganiKation representing a majority 
tí «aid miners in his or their em- 
ploy. 


7. In all cases where miners are 
paid by the car the increase awarded 
to the contract miners is based upon 
the cars in sizes, the topping required, 
and the rates paid per car which wi^re 
in force on April 1. 190Í. Any increase 
in the size of car or in the topping re- 
quired shall be accompanied by a pro- 
portionate increase in the rate paid 
per car. 


Sliding Scale of Wages. 


S. The following sliding scale of 
wagos shall become effective April 1, 
1903, and shall affect all miners and 
mine workers included in the awards 
of the commission. The wages fixed 
in the awards shall be the basis'fof and 
the minimum under the sliding scale: 


For each Increase of Ave cents in 
the average price of white ash coal of 
sizoB above pea coal, sold at or near 
New York, between Perth Amboy and 
Edgewater, and reported to the bureau 
of anthracite coal 
atatistics above 
14.50 per ton f. o. b., the employes 
shall have an increase of 1 per cent, 
in their 
compensation, which 
shall 
continue until a chaui?e in the average 
price of said coal works a reduction 
or an increase in said additional com- 
pensation hereunder; but the rate of 
compensation shall in no case be less 
than that fixed in the award. That is. 
when the price of said coal reaches 
-14.55 per ton, the compensation shall 
be increased 1 per cent., to fontinue 
untU the price falls below $4.55 per 
ton, when the 1 per cent, increase will 
cease, or until the price reachea $4.«0 
per ton. when an additional 1 per cent 
will be added, and so on. 


No Discrimination Either Way. 


9. No person shall be refused em- 
ployment or in any way discriminated 
against on account of membership or 
non-membership in any labor organi- 
?:&tion; and there shall be no discrimi- 
nation against or interference with any 
employe who is not a member of any 
labor organization by member of such 
organizaiion. 


10. All contract miners shall be re- 
quired to file within a reasonablH time 
before each pay day a statement of 
tha amount of money due from them 
to their laborers, and such sum shall 
be deducted from the amount due the 
contract miner and paid directly to 
each laborer by the company.

employes when paid shall ho furnished 
with an itemised 
statement of aOf 
count. 


In Force Until March 31, 190«, 


11. The awards herein made shall 
continue in force until March 31, lSíü6; 
and any employe, or group of em-

GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS

Bert Norton, of Macon, won a law- 
suit In the Federal Court at Hannibal . 
few days ago in a way unusual among 
lawyers—by silence, Mrs^ Martha B. 
.Phipps, of Macon, sued the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany for $15.000. She claimed that a 
•park from one of its engines caused 
the burning of her deceased husband's 
business property at Ethel. The testi- 
mony showed that the Santa Fe train 
^»topped at Ethel four minutes the 
night of the fire, but that also the fire 
was well under way before the train 
pulled out, and the road's attorneys 
argued that It was ridiculous to maln- 
italn that a fire could be started by a 
spark and get well under way In such 
a short time. Mr, Norton devoted prac- 
tically his entire argument to this 
point. 


"He said," says the Macon Repub- 
lican, "If a young fellow was sitting 
on a sofa playing hands with his girl. 
,tlme traveled like an express train; 
'.¡but if you dumped a lot of engine 
' sparks on the plue roof of a dry build- 
ing In summer time, four minutes were 
ample to settle the fate of the structure 
In spite of all efforts to save It 
There 
iwere some Incredulous smiles at this. 
!The attorney took out his watch and 
(handed It to Juryman li. S. Harlan, 
^a banker of Clinton Hill, Randolph 
'^County, and requested him to signal 
^iwhen four minutes had-passed. 
The 
Jurymen leaned over and looked down 
at the watch. Then they got tired and 
settled back in their seats. Mr. Harlan 
lowered his hand and rested it on his 
knee. The attorney galfted his feet a 
few times, and sat down in a chair. 
Judge Adams looked at the clock and 
then out of the window. 


"A deputy marshal put his head in 
Ht the door to see what was the matter 
and waited the result of the curious 
Bcene. Nearly every man in the room 
that had a watch was studying its 
face. 
The speaker was sacrificing 
four minutes of his allotted time, but 
fbe felt that it was well Invested. 
At 
last Juror Harlan announced the four 
minutes had expired and handed the 
watch back to Mr, Norton. Only four 
minutes, and yet to every man In the 
room It had seemed, under the sup- 
pressed tension, to have been twice as 
long. 
The court remarked after the 
case had been decided that it appeared 
fully fifteen minutes. The wearisome 
suspense was an effective object les- 
son to the jury and a startling exposl- 
itlon of what might transpire In that 
time. 
The Jury found that the de- 
fendant's engine had ample time in 
four minutes to fire the restaurant 
building, and they brought In a verdict 
for the plaintiff for $14.198.28-the ex- 
act sum her proof showed her loss to 
be." 


The case had been pending in the 
courts ten years.—Kansas City Jour- 
nal.

In the new Dessolle process of cop- 
per plating the cleansed metallic arti- 
cle, first subjected to an electric cur- 
rent in a preparatory "adhesion bath," 
are placed in the usual plating bath, 
and the latter is driven forcibly in jets 
against the articles and the anoldes. 
This removes gas and impurities from 
the bath. 
The result is a perfectly 
smooth deposit of copper, which can 
be given unusual thickness with great 
durability.

Punctuality 
buttons 
and 
book 


stamps are two new devices that are 
being used with marked success In the 
schools of Indiana. A button is given 
to a pupil at the beginning of the 
school month, and he wears it until he 
is absent or tardy, when he forfeits it 
until the beginning of the next school 
month. If a book is well kept a stamp 
is placed on the Inside of the front 
cover. The children take pride in both 
button and sump and strive to earn 
them. 


A New Anesthesia. 


Anesthesia by compressing the car- 
otid artery, though 
unknown to 
us 
seems to have been 
long 
in vogue 
among the natives of Eiastern Java and 
neighboring islands. 
The practice has 
been brought to notice by Dr. Stelner, 
a Dutch physician, who discovered It 
among some prisoners at a hospital at 
Sourabaya, and afterward experiment- 
ed to test the method. 
Of 30 native 
subjects tried, 25 became Insensible. 
Sensibility and thought were lost sud- 
denly and so completely that in one 
case an abcess was lanced without the 
patient's knoweldge, and in no case 
was there any injury. 
Cerebral ane- 
mia Is supposed to be one cause of the 
effect, though it is probable that there 
are other factors, such as compiu3sslon 
of important nerves. 
The Javanese 
believe that this anesthesia gives bene- 
fit In cases of fatigue, headache, in- 
somnia, etc., and it is thought that so 
simple and harmless a means of pro- 
ducing sleep should be of calue In sur- 
gery.

New Source of Gutta Perch». 


Investigation about a year ago show- 
ed that the balata treo grows in abund- 
ance along thousands of miles of the 
Amazon and Its tributaries, but that 
the Brazllllans were rapidly cutting 
the trees for firewood and building ma- 
terial. 
Since then the production of 
gutta percha from this source has be- 
gun. 
Each tree yields an average of 
3 1-2 pounds and a competent bleeder 
can prepare 40 to 50 pounds per day, 
one man's work producing as much sap 
as 20 men can get from rubber treee. 
The gum Is ready for shipment after 
being fermented and then dried.

Feather Cake—Cream one tablespoon 
of butter; add one cupful of sugar, then 
one egg well beaten and one and a half 
cupfuls of flour, alternating with one- 
half cup of milk; beat well and add 
two and one-half level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder; turn Into a greased 
cake pan and bake twenty minutes. 


Delicious Cheese Cake —Mix with 
two cups of cottage cheese four ounces 
each of fresh butter and sugar, a small 
nutmeg grated, two stale, grated lady 
fingers. 
Stir Into this mixture the 
white of one and the yolks of four 
eggs, an ounce of almond paste mixed 
with two teaspoonfuls of rose water 
and the same of white wine. Then add 
six ounces of well washed and dried 
currants. 
Mix all well together and 
pour Into patty pans lined with puff 
paste and bake In a moderate oven un- 
til paste is done about half an hour. 


Cocoanut Pudding—Soak one quart 
of stale bread broken in pieces in two 
quarts of milk one hour; beat three 
eggs with half a cup of sugar; add two 
level teaspoonfuls of salt and stir Into 
the bread and milk; then add one cup- 
ful of prepared cocoanut and half a 
cup of finely cut citron; turn Into a 
pudding dish and bake three-quarters 
of an hour or steam one and one-quar- 
ter hours; serve with a sauce made by 
creaming one-third cup of butter; add 
two-thirds 
cup of 
powdered sugar; 
when worked together until creamy 
add one teaspoonful of vanlla extract 
and pile on a fancy plate and grate 
over some nutmeg. 


Orange Pancakes—Put two cupfuls 
of sifted flour in a bowl; add one and a 
half level teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, half a teaspoonful of salt and two 
well beaten eggs; beat this mixture for 
five minutes; add one tablespoonful of 
powdered sugar and one cupful of 
milk; butter a frying pan. pour iu a lit- 
tle of the mixture and tip the pan so 
that the batter will spread over the 
surface; when ready to roll spread 
over some orange pulp and a little 
powdered sugar; roll as for Jelly dake; 
lift to a hot platter and pour over a 
glaze made* by boiling together the
